WILES OF THE HOftSE TRADER. 

Tricky Arts to Make Old Ones Young 
uiid Doctoring and ‘‘Doping.” 

Probably In no business arc so many 
tricks iiiid wiles practiced as In that 
of horse dealing. It Is safe to alHriii 
that tliousiinds of hor-ses are sold 
throughout the country every year un¬ 
der false conditions, and so skillful 
have "fakers” become that It takes a 
very clever and experienced man to 
, detect the doctoring tricks of those who 
are anxious to seil a bad animal to the 
best advantage. 

Perhaps the commonest of all faking 
or blshoplng, as It is often called—a 
I term derived from a man named Bish¬ 
op, who during the eighteenth eentur.v 
' obtained a great reputation for making 
old horses appear youii.g—Is in relation 
to a horse’s teeth. At full age a liorse 
has forty teeth, and not until the fifth 
year are they all visible. Six months 
later the “nippers” or iront teeth be- 
. ' come marked by a natural cavity and 
i it is the presence or absence of these 
. I marks that certifies the animal’s exact 
age. 

‘ As the horse get.s older, these inark.s 
' wear away, and it is tlien tliat the co¬ 
per or faker sets to work to make 
‘ fresh i-aviiies, as found in a luvse of 
I the age he w'islies to represent. Tlie 

■ stirface of tlie teeth is cut out with a 
’.steel tool and the black lining of tlie 
' groove, which must be visiliie, 'ouiiit in 

■ ; w'ith nitrate of silver or some otlier 
’ i chemical. In this way horses which 

are often over S or !) .rears of age are

M. dc I’ontevc:- 
recoiumemUi mixing a spoonful of tlie 
oil with the yolk of an egg and ten 
drops of oil of poppermlnt, and add¬ 
ing half a glass of water with .some 
sugar. This Is said to effectually con¬ 
ceal the characteristic taste and odor. 

How to Expand the Chest.—A girl 
who wishes to expand her chest can 
do so If each inonilng she will stand 
eriH-'t, feet to.getlier and shoulders 
hack, arms straight down, and take 
twenty full deei) breaths. It Is, per¬ 
haps, better to begin w'lth fifteen for 
the first week, and gradually Increase 
to twenty or more. This Is excellent 
for developing the chest.

III order further to extend the sfope 
of meehanieal Industry engineers in al¬ 
most every eountry are eniplo.ved on 
Bcliemes for converting the power of 
falling water into electrical energy. In 
Italy the control of this valuable source 
of energy Is In the hands of the gov¬ 
ernment, and undoubtedly the force of 
falling water Is a source to which en¬ 
gineers will nlwa.vs look with longing 
eyes. Unfortunately, the spots where 
the falling of water occurs In nature 
are generally spots of extreme beauty, 
ind these are only too apt to be spoiled. 
If not wholly destroyed, by the action 
of converting the water into electrical 
energy. It slionld. however, be point¬ 
ed out that this is not ready a neces¬ 
sity of the case. In many cases the 
conversion of part of a flow of water 
over a fall Into electrical energy Is 
effected without perceptibly diminish¬ 
ing the flow over the natural fall and 
at the same time not destroying the 
beauty of the view by awkward, un¬ 
sightly buildings such as dlsflgurc the 
gorge of Niagara In a highly distress¬ 
ing manner. In tapping a patnral 
waterfall for the purposes of energy 
production the fall Itself ks not ac¬ 
tually interfered with, hut a certain 
anipunt of the water is eoiuliicted Into 
artlfieial ch.annels alongside the fall 
and then eondueted to steel penstocks, 
or tubes, through which the water 
drops to the turbines below. This need 
not he done In the actual vicinlly of 
the waterfall Itself, the canal leading 
the water to the edge of the gorge

In the 
case of the Zambesi we are Informed 
that every care will he taken In order 
not to damage In any way the stu¬ 
pendous spectacle provided by the 
plunge of the Zambesi Into Its tortu¬ 
ous gorge. The great advantage which 
can he elaimed for producing energy 
from falling water rather than from 
coal-produeed steam Is that white, 
smokeless cities can be built which 
can be wholly run by electricity sup¬ 
plied from ueiglihoriiig mountains, 
thus avoiding all the dirt and foggy I 
air generally associated with Indus¬ 
trial districts. 

Power from the Sierra Nevadaa. 

In the western states of America sev¬ 
eral large schemes for water-power 
conversion have been successfully con¬ 
cluded and others are in process of 
being materialized. Pictures are given 
of a Californian system for gathering 
water in the SieiTa Nevada range. 
This company supplies a very large 
district, tlie street-lighting, railways, 
presses of dally newspapers, and the 
machine factories being run by the 
electric current produced from the 
mountains. This work is aceoinplished 
with less than 60.000 horse-power, 
writes a correspondent. The coinpanj 
has replaced its old flumes with new 
ones as solid as the eternal hills and 
Is building miles of additional flumes. 
A sawmill In the heart of the Sierras 
was built, and a gravity tramway, 1.- 
275 feet long and very steep, was con- 
Btmcted to slide the red spruce, yellow 
pine, and sugar pine lumber down to 
s point where It could be floated In all 
directions for flume-building. The ac¬ 
tual area of the watersheds drained by 
the flumes of this one company cover 
652 square miles. 

The force of the water passing 
through the penstocks is such at the 


20U feet above high tide, caused by 
twelve tons weight. 

During the past few years Italian 
Industry h.as beneUteil to a gri'at ex¬ 
tent by the growing use of Its water¬ 
power. The Italian govorninent decid¬ 
ed that this source of national wealth 
should he withheld from the realms of 
llnaucial speculation, and it has Itself, 
conseiiuently, taken In hand the de¬ 
ciding of what shall he done with the 
nation's water falls. A very large 
nniount of water rushes down the 
southern sides of the .\lps from the 
Appenlnes and from the mountains of 
.\piilia and Ahruzzl. and this in many 
eases Is to be converted Into electrical 
energy. It seems a very great pity 
that the beautiful cascade of Tivoli 
should have to he sacrificed to Indus 
trial extension, hut It appears It wa.s 
Just this sort of power which was 
necessary to give a forward Impetus 
to Italian mechanical industries.

“’riie first bueUboard, consisting of a 
seat placed ou an elastic board whose 
two ends rested on a pair of axles, was 
a very simple and a very rough and 
ready vehicle, designed for use on 
rough and rocky country and mountain 
roads, and there are parts of the coun¬ 
try in -w'hich such buckboards are still 
used, turned out by local makers; but 
the modern buckboard, while it still 
preserves In ti general way tbe buck- 
hoard simplicity of appearance, is a 
very different proposition from that. 

“We put now between the axles un¬ 
der the buckboard longitudinal steel 
springs, which prevent the boards sag¬ 
ging unduly, and give It greater 
strength ami power of resistance and 
elastlelty. We make such buckboards 
with one, with two, or with three seats, 
seating two, four, or six persons; and 
We make tliein either without tops or 
with them. With a buggy top on a 
single seated buckboard, and with suit¬ 
able tops on larger buckboards If they 
are desired. 

“And one some buckboards, to be 
used in districts where the character 
of tlie roads Is such as to make their 
use advantageous, we put rubber tired 
wheels. No owner would want a rub¬ 
ber tired buckboard to be used In re¬ 
gions where the roads were sandy or 
rocky; In such steel tired wheels would 
be liest, but rubber tires are very good 
for a buckboard to be used In tbe city, 
where a few Imckboards are used, or 
on buckboards to be used In parts 
where ttie roads are inaoadaniized. 

"'riie seats of those modern buck- 
boards are made wide ami with high 
backs, for comfort, and they are uphol¬ 
stered with the best of materials; 
which are, for that matter, used In 
these vehicles tliroughont, for they are 
made for service as well as comfort, 
and tlicy are iu fact most serviceable 
ns well ns most oomfortable. Hut tlie 
man driving one of tlie old original 
buckboards, and who had never seen 
one of these, would certainly turn to 
look at it if he sliould chance to meet 
one of tliese modern buckboards on the 
road.”—Washington I’ost.

Despite its great size and hauling power, good speed can be obtained from this engine, and in an emer¬ 
gency It can be pressed Into passenger service.

StrengthenlnK Material.

In the great Northwest there 
are over .'Xt.tXXi miles of railway track 
and the capital that is represented by 
the operating plants of all of tlie rail¬ 
way companies serving the people of 
tills territory amounts, in round mim- 
liers, to over $2,.’>(X1,(XH),00('). 

it is marvelous that such a transfor¬ 
mation of a wilderness into a flourish¬ 
ing home of civilized lieiiigs could be 
effected within the sliort span of one 
human life; yet the progress made 
during the last decade is still more re¬ 
markable and the most reliable intilca- 
tlon of tlie Increasing wealth of this 
section of the ITnitetl States Is the 
erection of some of the finest public 
Imildlngs to lie seen anywhere on the 
American continent. 

The expenditure Involved In the 
erection of State capitols alone counts 
upward of $25.000,000. The State of 
Montana, with a population of but 
24.3,400, has just completed a commo¬ 
dious, new State House that cost in 
the nelghliorliood of a quarter of a 
million; South Dakota is contemplat¬ 
ing the expenditure of several thou¬ 
sand dollars in enlarging and embel¬ 
lishing its present legislative hall, and 
its twin State to the north has alre.ady 
appropriated a million dollars for the 
erection of a lieautlful new capitol to 
replace tlie ramshackle frame struc¬

'Hie graiidfatJier of the sub¬ 
ject of this sketch was captain of the 
revolutionary company to which were 
attached the men who capturtnl Major 
.\mlre. Isaac I.. Rcqiia was born in 
Tarrj'town, Nov. 28, 1828, and received 
an academic oducntioii, after which he 
wont to New York. In 1850 lie took n 
sailing vessel and went to California, 
by waj’ of Cape Horn. He went out 
from Sacnmieiito and in 1861 drove his 
stake on tlie famous Comstock lo<lo at 
Virginia City, Nev. He had studied 
mining engineering and became super¬ 
intendent of tlie company which fur¬ 
nished the machinery for the Com¬ 
stock. He shared handsomely in the 
enormous yield of the famous mine 
and later returned to California, locat¬ 
ing at Oakland.

He taught the Moors how to shoot 
and ns a master of military things In a 
country where the problem of defense 
is of immense importance, a verj' few 
years found him standing close to the 
throne Itself. Then aa a high lioiior 
and ns a fitting recognition of the great 
services ho liad rendered to the na¬ 
tion the Sultan made him a kald. A 
soldier, a royal adviser, an army nd- 
mlnstrator, he soon became a diplomat. 
And now and then he would put on, 
with a growing feeling of strangeness 
mayhap, an English suit of clothes 
and would come over ana would make 
a stay at Brighton and visit the offi¬ 
cials at I>ownlng street. Then back 
across the sea, once more Morocco 
bound. 

Of course, like most successful men, 
he was a constant victim of jealousy. 
But all the moves on the continental 
chess-board failed to break the confi¬ 
dence his imperial master had in him.

Just as the wild beasts of the forests 
give way as (•ivllization advances, this 
inlniite hut deadly iniiTohe would he 
nnahle to maintiiin Itself In Its striig 
gle for existiMiee, and would most cer¬

Of 
course, lacquered brass must not be 
allowed to get black, but should be 
cared for In the beginning, while It la 
stlU new and bright, and thus insure 
a longer and brighter existence fer It 
It ahould be washed occasionally with 
slightly warm, soapy water, then dried 
with a soft cloth and polished with a 
clean, dry chamois leather. In damp 
weather lacquered brass should be well 
nibbed every day with a clean, dry 
leather. Treated In this way the lac- 
qosr can be kept beeutlfnlly bright.
